• Garrison Questioning of 
1 MCC Official Blocked 


1 Federal District Judge Her-: 
j bert W. Christenberry Thursday 
. signed a temporary restraining 
order enjoining District At- 
torney Jim Garrison from en- 
forcing a subpena calling for the 
appearance in his office Friday 
of Dr. J. D. Grey, president of 
the Metropolitan Crime Com- 
mission. 

Garrison had subpenaed Dr. 
Grey after claiming that the 
MCC official had met secretly 
with a justice of the Louisiana 
Supreme court to discuss a 
contempt case involving 
Aaron M. Kohn, the MCC’s 
managing director. 

. After is suance of the re- 
straining order, Dr. Grey held a 
i press conference . at Interna- 
tional House to announce that 
he plans to press the matter 
further by seeking a permanent 
injunction and to prove in “open 
court” that he had no contact 
with the justices concerning the 
Kohn case. 

TELLS OF MEETINGS 
Dr. Grey, pastor of the First 
Baptist Church, said- he had no 
intention of permitting Garrison 
: “to further deceive and confuse’ 
public understanding by letting 
ourselves be used as a pawn in 
his star chamber proceedings.” 
Dr. Grey said he met with 
> Justice Joe W. Sanders in con- 
' nection with Gov. John J. Mc- 
3 Keithen’s Commission on Law 
• Enforcement and the . Adminis- 
tration of Criminal Justice. Dr. 
Grey is a member, while San- 

- ders is chairman of the com- 

t mission. ' ■ ■■

1 Hamiter to discuss the pro- 
1 cedures in taking the oath of 
r office as a commission mem- 
ber and to discuss church 
matters. Hamiter is a mem- 
ber of Dr. Grey’s church. 
Denying that he ever discussed 
the Kohn case with any Supreme 
Court justice, Dr. Grey accused 
! Garrison of distorting the facts. 

- He said the district attorney’s 
' action “stems from Garrison’s 
■ compulsive drive to discredit 
: and destroy our citizens’ crime 

organization.” 

ABUSES CHARGED j 
He said MCC representatives t 
have responded to subpenas by j, 
the district attorney and his s 
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staff on previous occasions. But 
after subsequent private testi- 
[mony, he added, the district at- 
torney and his first ; assistant; 
Charles Ray Ward, have issued 
public statements . which “un- 
believably distort what was said 
and done.” 

Continuing, he said:. . 

“Although we would, prefer 
to respond to Mr. Garrison’s 
subpena in a routine manner, 
our experience has proved 
that he viciously abuses the 
due process of law.” 

Dr. Grey said he would prove 
in court “that the secret pro- 
ceedings conducted by Garrison 
in Jus office or the grand jury 
room are used illegally to’har- 
ass and entrap; that they are 
not efforts to acquire truth for 
legal ends.” 

MEETING HELD 
Judge Christenberry’s action 
came after a brief meeting 
Thursday morning in his cham- 
bers with attorneys for Dr. 
.Grey and an assistant district 
i attorney and later signed the 
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order which' temporarily re- 
strains Garrison “and others 
acting in concert with him and 
in his behalf” from “compelling 
or seeking to compel the at- 
tendance of the Rev. J. D. Grey 
| in the office of the district at- 
torney as required by the mo- 
tion and subpena served upon 
him . . .” . 

Dr. Grey was represented at 
the judge’s conference by attor- 
neys Milton E' Brener and Her- 
[bert Garon. The District Attor- 
ney was represented by Assist- 
ant DA Numa V. Bertel. 

Dr. Grey’s attorneys have 
also asked that the federal judge 
issue a preliminary injunction 
and later a permanent injunc- 
tion. Judge .Christenberry has 
not set a date for a: hearing on 
the request for the preliminary 
jin junction. 

The high court had thrown 
out a contempt citation against 
Kohn for. , refusing to answer 
questions before the Orleans 
I Parish Grand Jury concerning 
1 organized crime.
